James  Tappan,  the  second  son  of  Isaac  Tappan  of  the  third 
generation,  and  the  great  grandson  of  Isaac  Tatoan,  of  the 
second  generation  who  migrated  from  Newbury,  Mass.,  in  the 
year  1665,  was  born  in  Woodbridge,  N.  J. ,  in  the  year  1750; 
h'-  i-f c3rA&.rd  married  to  Miss  Nancy  Dunham,  daughter  of 

John  and  Keziah  Dunham  of  Jestfiela,  Essex,  now  Union  County, 

New  Jersey. 

rie  commenced  life  as  a  farmer,  end  was  a  well-to-do 
man  of  his  class  during  his  day  and  generation.  After  he 
was  married,  he  established  himself  in  Woodbridge ,  N.  J., 
he  finally  resolved  to  emigrate  to  the  Wyoming  Country 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  to  better  his  temporal  con¬ 
dition.  Remaining  in  this  section  for  a  short-time,

he  soon  discovered  that  he  had  not  improved  his 
situation,  and  he  therefore  concluded  to  remove 

his  family  to  New  Jersey  again.  Soon  after  his  return, 
the  war  of  the  Revolution  broke  out.  These  were  trouble¬ 
some  times ;  lie  with  the  rest  of  his  neighbors  and  brothers, 
took  an  active  part  in  many  of  the  principal  engagements 
of  the  American  War  for  Independence. 


James  Tappan  had  by  his  wife  Nancy,  four  sons  and 
six  daughters.  The  family  records  of  these  children 
with  their  descendants,  have  been  compiled  by  his 
grandson,  who  is  a  son  of  Susan  Tappan  Good,  the 
youngest  child  and  daughter  of  James  and  Nancy  Dunham 
Tappan,  with  a  view  of  perpetuating  these  memoirs 
of  these  sons  and  daughters  with  their  children,  for 
general  distribution  among  the  immediate  connections 
of  the  Tappan  Family. 


James  Tappan  died  on  the  9th  of  December,  l809, 
and  was  buried  in  the  Presbyterian  burial  ground, 
V/oodbridge ,  next  to  his  brother  Captain  Tappan, 
without  any  monument  to  mark  his  grave,  aged  fifty- 
nine  (S9)  years.  Nancy,  his  wife,  emigrated  with 
her  children  from  New  Jersey  to  the  State  of  Ohio, 
in  the  month  of  October  1814,  and. died  at  her  son 
Benjamin's  residence  in  April  26,  1826,  aged  75  years, 
and  was  ouried  in  the  grounds  now  converted  into  a 
public  park,  opposite  the  Exposition  buildings  in 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  together  with  her  daughter  Phoebe 
Tappan  Smith.  Vie  will  give  a  brief  biography  of

THE  MAKEPEACE  FAMILY 


The  name  of  Makepeace  is  identified  with  the  earliest 
history  of  Madison  oounty«  The  first  Makepeace  came  to  this 
country  from  England  in  1637,  and  settled  in  South  Boston, 

Massachusetts.  Amasa,  Sr. ,  with  his  family,  was  the  first 
family  to  move  to  the  far  west.  He  came  to  Ohio  in  1820, 
and  lived  two  years  with  all  of  his  family  except  his  two 
oldest  sons,  Allen  and  Alfred.  They  pushed  on  to  Madison 
county  (then  a  dense  wilderness)  in  1822,  and  lived  there 
till  his  death,  February  28,  1343 ,  aged  seventy-one  years. 

He  was  postmaster  of  the  village  for  over  twenty-five  years. 

He  married  Betsy  babbitt ,  May  l'B,  l800,  in  Norton,  Mass. 

She  lived  to  the  age  of  seventy-five  and  died  June  l8,  1850. 
Their  children,  Elizabeth,  Allen,  Alfred,  Ransom,  Julia, 
Hayden,  George,  Bradley,  Laura,  Harriett  and  Amasa. 

Elizabeth  was  born  June  26,  l301,  died  about  1865. 

Allen,  born  September  28,  1802,  married  Nancy  Shimer. 

Their  children  were  Alien,  Ouincy  and  Elvira  Jane  who 
married  John  E.  Corwin,  and  lives  in  Middletown,  New  York. 
Allen  and  Aifre-d  were  the  first  in  the  county,  they  peddled 
articles  suited  to  the  Indians  for  awhile  and  then  started 
a  store  at  Chesterfield,  where  Allen  died  about  July  10, 

1870.  At  his  death  he  was  the  wealthiest  man  in  the  county, 
worth  about  3*300,000.  He  was  respectec  by  11  ho  k.  him. 

His  wife  died  several  years  later. 

Alfred  Makepeace,  born  in  Norton,  Massachusetts,  November 

3,  l8o4,  settled  in  the  Indiana  village  (now  the  city  of 
Anderson)  in  1823,  and  lived  there  until  his  death,  l8?6, 
except  for  about  two  years  1333  —3  1334.  All  of  his  child¬ 
ren  except  Alonzo  and  Horace  were  born  in  Anderson,  and  they 
were  born  in  Pendleton,  near  the  falls  of  -all  Cree^. 
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Alfred  married  Hannah  Irish  on  a  farm  about  two  and 
a  half  males  east  of  Anderson.  She  ’./as  born  in  l3l0  and  died 
in  1357,  loved  by  all  who  knew  her.  Alfred  was  a  merchant, 
farmer,  and  miller,  at  one  time  was  the  second  wealthiest 
man  in  the  county.  He  owned  quite  a  number  of  farms,  resi¬ 
dences  and  business  in  and  around  Anderson,  and  if  gas  had 
been  struck  at  Anderson  forty  years  ago,  his  wealth  would  have 
been  far  ahead  of  anyone  in  the  county,  for  he  owned  the  Hickey 


farm.

Alonzo  I,,  was  born  at  Pendleton  in  1833,  has  lived 
in  Anderson  ever  since  except  while  in  theArmy.  He  is  in 
the  hardware  easiness  at  the  present  time,  and  is  in  good 
financial  circumstances.  He  married  Margaret  Robinson,  sister 
01  the  late  Col.  K.  S.  Robinson,  in  1868.  They  had  two 
children,  Frank  and  Hallie.  Both  married  and  live  in 
Anderson.  Hallie  married  Thomas  Stillwell,  Jr.,  son  of 
the  late  lamented  Thomas  Stillwell,  veil  loved  and  respected 
by all  who  knew  him.  They  hove  one  child,  a  little  daughter. 
Alonzo  enlisted  as  Second  Lieutenant  in  Company  A,  Nineteenth 
Indiana,  in  l86l,  and  was  in  several  hard  fought  battles  In 
the  Department  of  the  Potomac.  He  was  promoted  to  Captain 
of  the  Company.  He  was  captured  in  the  first  day’s  fight 
at  Gettysburg.  His  company,  regiment  and  brigade  (Iron  Brigade 
were  almost  annihilated.

He  was  taken  to  Libby  Prison,  andhelped  do  the 
tunneling  so  much  spoken  of,  in  which  General  A.  D.  Streight 
had  charge.  He  was  a  prisoner  for  twenty  months  in  Libby, 
Columbia  and  Charleston.  V/hen  captured  he  weighed  about  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  pounds;  -.  hen  exchanged  he  weighed 
about  one  hundred  and  twenty.  After  coming  home  he  went  into 
the  hardware  business  and  is  still  in  it.  He  was  elected 
Sheriff  of  Madison  County  in  1386  on  the  Republican  ticket 
by  over  three  hundred  and  fifty  majority.  The  county  was 
then  seven  hundred  to  nine  hundred  Democratic.  He  is  still 
in  good  health  and  expects  to  live  to  a  good  ripe  old  age.

Company ' A  of  the  Nineteenth  Indiana,  of  which  his 
brother  Alonzo  went  out  as  SecondLieutenant ,  and  Major 
Charles  T.  Doxey  was  orderly  Sergeant,  as  well  as  riany  other 
gallant  Anderson  boys.  In  August  and  September  l36l,  that 
gallant,  brave,  generous  .nd  loyal  citizen,  Thomas  N.  Stillwell, 
sacrificed  his  banking  business  to  organize  the  Thirt; -Fourth 
Indiana  (Morton  Rifles).  It  was  organised  in  camp  at  Anderson, 
and  did  gallant  service  during  the  war,  and  was  In  the'  best 
battle  for  tl  .  Union  at  Palme  Ranch,  Texas  iri  1865-  Hore.ce 
enlisted  as  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  band,  Second  Lieutenant 
and  was  with  the  regiment  until  mustered  out  by  order  from 
Congress,  mustering  cut  regimental  b< nds,  September  1862. 

After  being  home  for  awhile  he  re-enlisted  as  Second  Lieut, 
in  Company  C,  One  hundred  andTenth  Iddiana,  and  re mined 
with  the  regimeit  until  it  was  mustered  out.  H.  B. ,  like  a 
great  many  other  young  men,  made  a  great  sacrifice  in  going 
into  the  army,  gave  up  a  good  business  and  left  a  pleasant 
home  for  the  tented  field  to  help  save  the  Union  and  Flag.

They  have  lived  in  Butler  County, 
Kansas,  several  years.  He  is  at  present  Clerk  of  the  Courts 
of  -°utler  County,  and  lives  in  Eldorado.  He  was  also  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace  for  a  number  ot  years.  elected  to  the 
offices  by  the  Republicans.  They  have  several  children. 

Charles  M.  was  also  born  in  Anderson  about  the  year 
1851  or  lo32.  For  the  past  twenty  years  he  has  been  in  al¬ 
most  every  state  in  the  West,  and  is  at  the  present  time  in 
Kingfisher,  Oklahoma.  He  never  married.  He  had  an  interest 
in  some  Colorado  gold  mines  at  one  time.  He  is  now  in  the 
reales tate  business.

"I  wish  to  remember  Mr.  Makepiece  in  the  Pioneer,  for  he 
was  born  in  Anderson,  June  30,  1846,  on  the  present  res¬ 
idence  of  Major  Doxey,  then  owned  by  Esta's  father,  Alfred 
Makepiece,  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Madison  County,  and  who 
v/ill  be  so  remembered  by  many  who  read  this  sketch.  The 
Makepiece  family  came  to  Chesterfield  in  lS20 ,  and  has  been 
quite  prominent  ever  since.  The  grandfather  Amasa,  a  very 
worthy  man,  came  from  Massachusetts.  His  sons  are  as  follows, 
now  all  dead  I  think;  Allen,  Alfred,  George,  Ransom,  Bradley, 
Hayden  andAmasa.  Girls  are  Elizabeth,  Julia,  Laura  and 
Harrieto  Thomas  Hakepece ,  one  father  of  Amasa,  Senior,  was 
born  in  England,  and  settled  in  Massachusetts  in  1666. 

Amasa,  senior,  was  born  in  Massachusetts,  November  29,  1777, 
and  on  May  IS,  l800,  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Babbett. 

He  died  February  2.8',  1343.  She  died  June  10 ,  lopo,  both 
buried  at  Chesterfield,  Ind. ,  where  most  of  the  children  are 
buried,  as  well  as  grandchildren.  Alfred  Makdpiece,  father 
of  Esta,  was  a  useful  man,  active  and  owned  and  controlled 
a  popular  hotel  and  mill  at  Anderson.

Among  the  more  poominent  of  this  large  and  early 
family  was  Samuel  D. ,  a  grand  good  man,  who  did  so  much  for 
Pendleton  and  Madison  County,  where  he  lived  nearly  all  his 
life,  for  he  was  quite  young  when  his  father  came  to  the 
county,  perhaos  some  fourteen  years  of  age.  It  is  ofhim' 
and  family  I  wish  mainly  to  write.  He  was  all  his  life 
connected  with  mills,  and  at  one  time  the  best  known  of  any 
man  pe r nans  in  the  county,  if  we  except  ITin  Berry.  He 
was  twice  married.  His  first  wife  died  many  years  ago. 

She  was  a  splendid  lady,  and  indeed  a  pioneer. 

The  following  are  the  names  of  the  children  born  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Samuel  D.  Irish:  Virgil,  deceased;  Mrs.  John 
Snelson ,  deceased;  Volney  3.,  lives  in  Anderson,  James  M.  ,  . 
Oliver,  deceased;  ’william,  deceased;  Ira,  lives  in  Pendleton. 
Samuel  D.  Irish  was  married  to  Mrs.  Reed  about  the  year  lSpO. 
She  and  Mr.  Irish  are  buried  in  the  Pendleton  demetery, 
as  well  as  other  members  of  the  family. 
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Samuel  D.  Irish  was  at  one  time  quite  wealthy,  and 
stood  high  among  all  classes  of  people.  He  was  good  to 
the  poor  new-comer,  and  his  memory  will  live  for  time  to 
come.  he  was  an  old-time  Whig ,  then  a  Republican.  He 
was  all  his  active  life  a  devoted  Mason,  and  was  made 
so  at  Indianapolis  as  ea.rly  as  1840.  He  was  a  charter 
member  of  Madison  Lodge  No.  44  at  Pendleton,  and  for 
many  years  its  presiding  officer  in  the  east,  where  the 
writer  received  the  sublime  degree  at  his  hands  in  1357* 

He  was  a  free  thinker  and  J  think  a  Universalis t  in  faith. 

No  better  family  than  that  of  the  Irish,  a  pioneer  family 
that  is  closely  associated  with  the  early  history  of 
Madison  County.  In  person  Mr.  Irish  was  five  feet  eight 
inches  in  height,  square  built,  dark  complexion,  and  ’"ell 
informed,  especially  on  Masonry,  his  delight.  Several  of 
his  sons  were  fine  musicians  and  all  well  informed  men. 

Three  older  sisters  of  Samuel  D.  Irish,  daughters  of 
lames,  were  married  to  Alfred  Makepeace,  Garrett  MaAlIister , 
and  James  McClanahan,  all  deceased. 

I  am  sorry  to  do  so  poor  a  sketch  of  so  good  a 
family,  but  it  is  the  best  I  can  do  under  the  circumstances .

"Makepeace,  Alfred,  married  Hannah  Irtish.- - 

This  was  the  first  marriage  in  Madison  County, 
Indiana,  performed  by  Mr.  Allen,  who  had  been 
justice  of  the  Peace  in  Ohio,  and  claimed  that 
this  jurisdiction  reached  into  the  Territory 
of  Indiana. 

Hannah  w  s  the  daughter  of  James  K.  Irish,  whose 
ancestors  emigrated  from  Holland  to  America 
during  Colonial  days;  and  Elizabeth  Dibble, 
native  of  Connecticut;  who  with  her  paretns 
removed  to  Rensalear  County,  N.  Y. ,  where  they 
were  married. 


In  l8lb  they  emigrated  to  the  wilds  of  Licking 
County ,  Ohio,  where  they  lived  for  eleven  years. 
In  1327  they  resumed  their  Westward  journey  and 
located  in  Madison  County,  Territory  of  Indiana. 
That  region  was  then  thought  to  be  almost  beyond 
the  borders  of  civilization.  In  fact  the  Irish 
family  was  one  of  three  first  families,  the 
other  two  being  Makepeace  end  Allen  with  their 
wives  and  children  having  settled  in  the  comm¬ 
unity  about  the  same  time. 


Time  passed  on  and  the  county  became  more 
thickly  inhabited  but  it  was  many  years  before 
the  comforts  and  luxuries  of  the  east  found 
their  way  to  those  far  western  homes.  Many 
hardships  and  difficulties  were  endured,  in¬ 
cluding  the  arduous  task  of  developing  a  farm 
from  the  hitherto  unbroken  land.

ity  and  his  labor  in  behalf  of  the  upbuilding  of 
the  county  should  be  remembered  with  gratitude 
by  its  residents  of  today.
